The guestlon I8 here of a Fede-
ral German fortress and of a German froutier
territory, with an essentinlly German popalas
tion, which never droamed of wishing to be-
come Freneh, The speaker then remda lobtsr
from Luxembourg, which wns deseribed asn
ery of distress to the Parilament, and in whict
Iwas assorted thint ont of 200,000 Inhabliants
there were not two hundred whose Innguage
wis olber than Gormopn., Herr Von Bennlgsen
then conlibued as follows:—Belore Lils ques-
tlon all party differonces disappear. 'When the
Integrity of Germany {8 thientened, all parties
will unile and support the Minister Prosiden t

Count Bismark In reply sald:—By the dlsso-
of the old Confederation the King of
Holland mequired rull sovereign rlﬁhw over
Luxembourg, There prevells lo the grand
duchy a disinclination to enter the North Gear-
man Confederacy on nccount of the military
burdens that siégp wonld entail. In the higher
and hignest circies n bad feeling 1s entertained
with regard tothe vietories of Piussin, und in s
